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AS regulation regulated? Has it maintained 
competition in business, or only among am- 
bitious legislators? Have we “progressed” 
too fast and far towards government control—faster 
than changed conditions can be met—and have its de- 
structive tendencies outrun its constructive necessities ? 
Has regulation been narrowed and perverted into a 
mere policy of restraint, instead of exhibiting a broad 
and serviceable spirit of co-operation between govern- 
ment and industry ? 

Lastly, is the principle of government control suited 
to the shifting exigencies of our party system? And 
does that principle, as it has been applied in this coun 
try, work out to the advantage of business and the 
public? If not, is there any remedy which will, at the 
same time, preserve its benefits and eliminate the dis- 
astrous consequences of its application ? 

Not all these queries can be answered within the 
limits of this article. They must, however, find reply in 
the court of public opinion and the halls of legislation 
before business can ever reach a condition of stable 
equilibrium. 

We shall probably approach a discussion of these 
questions with better judgment by conceding, at the 
outset, that, in one form or another, the regulation of 
business is here to stay. 

Some of the questions propounded answer them 
selves upon a mere statement of historic facts. For 
nearly thirty years, business has been upon the rack 
During this period, it has known no peace, it has had 
no guide, and, so far as it has been the subject of any 
definite legislative or administrative policy at all, that 
policy has been mainly such as to hamper and restrict 
its freedom. 

\ review of events since the passage of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act, in 1887, affords a striking revela-

In a quarter-century, or a little more, we have 
passed from a period when industry was practically 
unrestrained and unregulated, to a day when the strong 
hand of government grips nearly every line of trade 


and commerce. 


The passage of that act may be called epochal. In 


form, it was the inauguration of a purpose to subject 
private enterprise to the authority of government, in 
the supposed interest of the public. Its results have 
been much more than this. In establishing the princi 
ple of a direct dependence of private industry upon a 
government, such as ours, under whose system of 
popular elections and party control there can be no 
such thing as a sustained administrative or legislative 
policy, the sensitiveness of business to every threatened 
political change has been enormously increased.

Early in the afternoon session A. P. Cobb, chairman 
of the Office Equipment Traffic Association and _ traffic 
manager of the Yawman & Erbe Company, gave an in 
teresting talk upon the subject of “Freight Classification.” 
E. C. Rentz, who is identified with the Traffic Associa 
tion and is manager of traffic for The Globe-Wernick« 
Company, also gave an interesting talk on the same sub- 
ject. (The Office Equipment Traffic Association is on 
of the most important bodies in the field and manutac 
turers who are not acquainted with the work of the asso- 
ciation should make some inquiries regarding its great 
usefulness.) Some interesting incidents were disclosed in 
the general discussion which followed the talks of Mr 
Rentz and Mr. Cobb.
